Mr. Brenckman‘s article reuds 
follows: 
The chart*, r which King Charles, of 
England, gave 
Willian 
Penn, 
the 
founder of Pennsylvania, made him 
the largest land owner in the world. 
It gave him a legal title to 47,000,000 
acres; and had he b een so minded, he 
might have taken forcib le possession 
of the country. 
He was honest 
and 
b roadminded 
enough, however, to recognize the fact 
that while the King, perhaps, had a 
legal right to transfer the 
title 
to 
this large domain to him, he had no 
moral right to do so, 
the 
English 
claim to the territory resting on the 
t.limsy assertion that Henry Hudson, 
the discoverer of the Delawart? Bay, 
although cruising in the service of 
the Dutch at the time, was b orn an 
Englishman. 
Penn's sense of honor did not per­ 
mit him to wrest the soil of Pennsyl­ 
vania b y force from the people to 
whom God and nature had given it, 
nor to estab lish his title in b lood. He 
considered the King’s charter as noth­ 
ing more than a conveyance of the 
right to pre-emption, and b y purchas­ 
es and treaties secured his real title 
from the ab origines. 
During Penn’s lifetime only a small 
quantity of land along the Delaware 
hal b een purchased a ! the Indians. It 
was not enough to endanger their 
means of sub sistence, and if a new 
claimant appeared from time to time, 
something more was given to satisfy 
him, and a deed was taken from him. 
The Walking Purchase 
According to 
tradition, 
one 
of 
Penn’s purchases was to include land 
“as far b ack as a man could walk in 
three days.'’ 
Penn and several Indians started at 
the rtiouth of the Neshaminy creek, 
not far from Philadelphia, to walk 
out the purchase. They walked leisure­ 
ly, after the Indian manner, sitting 
down occasionally 
to smoke 
their 
pipes, eat b iscuits and cheese, and 
drink wine. After going a day and a 
half, Penn marked a Spruce tree, near 
the present site oC Wrightstown, Bucks 
County, informing 
his 
companions 
that the distance 
traversed 
would 
give him enough land, for the present, 
leaving the remainder to b e ascertain­ 
ed at some future time. 
This 
arrangement 
was 
entirely 
creditab le to Penn, who did not show 
any of the disposition of the land- 
grab b er. 
But it 
eventually 
proveil 
ruinous to the Indians. The walk was 
not completed during Penn’s lifetime, 
while the set'tlers attracted to his 
province kept crowding farther and 
farther b ack into the Indian country. 
When the Indians protested to the 
descendants o' Penn, who succeeded to 
the ownership 0f Pennsylvania, that 
their lands were b eing usurped and 
their hunting grounds despoiled, they 
were always reminded of the addition­ 
al land to which the whites wore «»>• 
titlerl b y virtue of the uncompleted 
walk of William Penn, and the treaty 
which he had negotiated. 
Indians Demand Settlement 
Matters were allowed to drag along 
in this unsatisi’actory manner until 


ducted, the Penns caused a prelim­ 
inary or trial walk to b e made to as 
certain how much land could b e se­ 
cured. In order that the longest pos­ 
sib le distance might b e covered, axe­ 
men were sent ahead to cut a path­ 
way through the forests. The men who 
had held out b est through the trial 
walk were the ones selected to make 
the decisive effort. 
Edward Marshall, 
James 
Yeates, 
and Solomon Jennings, all noted for 
their powers i* endurance, were the 
men called upon to make the walk. 
Timothy Smith, sheriff of Bucks Co., 
and John Chapman, a purveyor, were 
engaged to accompany the 
trio 
on 
horseb ack and to carry provisions anri 
stimulants for them. It was arranged 
that the Indians should send sornt* 
their young men along to see that the 
walk was fairly and honestly made. 
The Promised 
He ward 
The starting point was 
i\ed at a 
iarge chestnut tree, near the Wrights­ 
town meeting house, in Bucks County 
and the walkers were promised five 
pounds in money and five hundred 
acres in land. 
Early on the morning of the 15th of 
Septemb er 1737, the day agreed upon 
for the walk. Marshall, Yeates, and 
Jennings, their hands touching the 
tree, like runners ab out to b egin a 
race, waited for the command to start. 
As the sun api» eared upon the horizon 
the signal 
w h s given b y Sheriff Smith, 
and the men started. Yeates led tlr* 
way with a light step; next came Jen­ 
nings and two Indian walkers, while 
Marshall came last. He swung a hat­ 
chet an(j walked with an easy, careless 
lope. 
The walkers, stimulated b y the pro­ 
mised reward, seemed untiring. The 
party stopped fifteen minutes with an 
Indian trader named 
Wilson, 
n^ar 
what is now the northern b oundary 
line of Bucks County, a ter which the 
walk was continued. The Lehigh was 
forded .a mile b elow Bethlehem, and 
crossing 
the 
Blue 
mountains 
at 
Smith’s Gap near what is now the 
southeastern corner of Carb on Coun 
ty, all save Jennings slept on the nor­ 
thern slope. He had given out b efore 
reaching the Lehigh, and although he 
succeeded in reaching his home, 
w hi c h 
was situated near the point where Al­ 
lentown was started ab out a quarter 
of a century later, he never fully re­ 
covered his health. 
Marshall Reaches (*<al 
Yeates collapsed at ihe foot of the 
mountain when the walk was resumed 
on the morning of 
second day. 
When taken up he was entirely b lind; 


he died three days later. Marshall, 
however, held out until noon, when he 
threw himself at full length upon the 
ground and grasped a sapling which 
was marked as the end of the line. 
The distance covered during the 
course of the walk is variously estimat­ 
ed. some placing it as low as fifty-five 
miles, while others aver it to have 
b een as high as eighty-six miles. Na­ 
turally. the Indians who accompanied 
the walkers were disgusted b y the 
performance. One of their numb er in 
speaking ab out it afterwards, remark 
ied: “No sit down to smoke, 
no shoot 
squirrel; 
b ut Inn. lun. lun all day 
long " 
When the walk had b een finished, 
it still remained to run the line to the 
Delaware. 
The 
Indians 
maintained 
that, starting from the extreme north­ 
westerly point reached b y Marshall, 
the line should b e run straight to the 
Delaware. Instead of this it was slant- 
led northward to such a degree as to 
take in ab out twice as much territory 
as would have b een included b y the 
other arrangement. 
Again, while 
the walk 
had 
b een 
made through Smith’s Gap. terminat­ 
ing near the Tob yhanna creek, on the 
b 'rders o' Monroe and Carb on coun­ 
ties, the 
arb itrary 
line 
was 
run 
through Lehigh (Hip. extending it far­ 
ther westward. 
The lines included nearly all the 
lands within the forks of the Dela­ 
ware (i. e.. b etween the Delaware and 
the Lehigh) and practically all the 
valuab le territory south <>' the Blue 
Ridge. 
Minisink flats, celeb rated as hunt­ 
ing grounds of the Indians, were con­ 
tained in that portion of the purchase 
lying north 
the Lehigh, and the 
ab origines parted with t)u*s<> 
vm *.v re­ 
luctantly. They rightfully felt that 
they had b een rob b ed in the whole 
transaction, and they flatly refused 
to move from the land, which was 
now claimed b y the whites, b ut which 
they still considered their own. 
Ousted b y Iroquois 
Finally the assistance of the Iro­ 
quois was asked to get them out. The 
! Iroquois had long held the Minlsinks 


in b ondage as women, a most humil- 
iatinj! condition. Responding to the ; 
summons to come and remove their 
vassals, Conassatego, the 
spokesman

despairing Delawares, of which the ; 
Minisinks were a sub -trib e: 
“How came you to take it upon you ; 
to sell lands at all?
